Dear Ms. Ocasio: 


I have read your detailed article in the May 13, 
2001 New York Times entitled “Of a City In Transi- 
tion,” and was concerned and disturbed by some se- 
rious omissions that marred the story. 


While your article is very quick to point up what 
it perceives as failures of the administration to ad- 
dress the city’s issues, it does not point up the very 
same achievements of that administration in the 
past 16 years, which are now being realized. When 
I took office in 1986, and began proposing the devel- 
opment of Society Hill, Science Park, New Jersey 
Performing Arts Center, and Riverfront Stadium, 
the nay-sayers and critics said these projects would 
never be built. Yet, thanks to our dedication, profes- 
sionalism, partnerships, and our faith in Newark 
and her people, they have become exciting realities. 


I might add that about 10 years ago, the New 
York Times ran an article with a similar picture and 
conclusion about a Newark neighborhood, painting 
it as blighted. I said then that the area was ear- 
marked for development, and today it is Society 
Hill at University Heights and Science Park. I have 
always said that “promises made should be prom- 
ises kept.” 


While your article quoted at length from New 
Community Corporation, it omitted the successes 
many other important builders, like J.P. Affordable, 
Alpert and Alpert, American Dream, and a host of 
church groups, which have been building affordable 
homes in Newark since 1992, with great success. 


Nor did your article mention that Newark has 
built and rehabilitated more properties in creating 
safe, decent, and affordable neighborhood housing 
and rentals than any city in the State of New Jer- 
sey. Indeed, we have built more houses than the 
second, third, and fourth largest cities in New Jer- 


sey combined! That is not the record of a ya that 
is ignoring its problems. That is the record of a city 
that is working to address its problems and serve 
its residents. 


Your article also did not give any credit to the 
Newark Housing Authority, which has built quality 
townhouses in every neighborhood. Under its 
former executive director, Harold. Lucas, the New- 
ark Housing Authority gained awards and national 
recognition for its achievements in replacing out- 
dated housing projects with beautiful town homes. 
Lucas’ work was so successful, that he was named 
Undersecretary of Public and Indian Housing by 
the Clinton administration. Today he serves as 
Newark’s Business Administrator. 


When you called seeking information and an in- 
terview, I gave you both, and the names of people to 
interview. You did not interview one person who ac- 
cepted our offer to tour all the neighborhoods and 
learn firsthand what we have accomplished. We 
gave you the facts and showed you our achieve- | 
ments. We told the story of a city and an adminis- 
tration that made the tough decisions, kept its 
faith, dreamed the dreams, and built for the future. 
That future is happening now, and it is continuing 
to happen. 


Yes, we still have issues. Yes, we are not perfect. 
But to say that our efforts here are benefiting a 
wealthy few at the expense of a deserving many is 
very wrong. We have done better than that. And I 
believe your article should have done better than 
that, as well.
